Much 
pnbMaMinl prjVgiera had been nmde in pre- 
paring ihnaD cotiiitrien for the large emiaru.

Ami 
yet lley huve been insufficient to bur oui 
progress The indomitable spirit of the rate 
which has made «o many conquests in war 
mill peace is lvre overcoming the rutle bar- 
riers of natiir-. The vast iriteiior which 
a lew short years ago beheld only the will) 
beast the Mivuge nfien scarcely less wild, 
ami the scattered polls of a few fur trader" 
is now resounding with the hum of civiliza- 
tion. Tjna Indian trail has given place to 
substantial wagon roads, built at very great 
expense and under vast engineering diffiou! 
ties. The ennoe i>f the native no longer 
occupies undisturbed the waters of the uppei 
Frascr. Three hundred miles up that stream 
the steamer ol Iho white man may lie seen 
ploughing its way still further north to ihi 
very entrance we might r ay of tho Caribn< 
mines.

he mcy have a chance of shelter and assist- 
ance. 

The '.rip to Cariboo which was formerly— 
that is t.i say oven last year— regarded as 
■uoh a great undertaking is now looked upon 
tn a mere lliflt*. Ii is no Ioniser left to the 
hardy miner and the enterprising trader. 
Delicate ladies ladies have faced and cou- 
riered tho trip even beforo the road was 
anything near like us paasahle as it is now. 
Several of our prominent citizens have 
availed themselves of the improved mCHns of 
communication and accommodation arid have 
either started or are about to start (or a 
visit to the lar fumed mountains of Cariboo. 
We are glad to observe this. It will do good. 
It will show those who are in the upper 
country, that they are not removed entirely 
from communication with the outer world 
]t will at tho same time serve lo diffuse 
correct notion* among people here as tJ the 
kind of country British Columbia really i?, 
and the substantial progress being made 
therein. Those who have the fortune to 
make the trip will return with renewed con- 
fidence ill the splendid position which these 
colonies of the North Pacific are hencefoith 
destined to occupy among the dependencies 
of which the empire is composed.

A New Method ok Electric Telegraph- 
iko has recently been tested on the lino be- 
tween Paris and Marseilles. Its Pticce?s has 
been perfect, and preparations for its adoption 
are in progress for several other li' es. The 
inventor is an Italian; M. Casselli. This 
system, which may ho called the autograph 
telegraph, reproduces at any distance writing, 
music, plans, pictures, any designs whatever, 
with the must perfect accuracy. The appar- 
atus of M. Casselli is composed ol clocks 
placed al each extremity of ihe telegraphic 
wire. The principle consists in the perfect 
synchronism in the movement of these two 
clocks, each one of which sets in motion a 
vertical pointed rod, which is put in com- 
munication with the electric wire. Under the 
rod of the clock, which is the point of de- 
parture, a sheet of metallic paper is placed, 
upon wliieh i- traced in ordinary ink what- 
ever may be required t i be transmitted. 
The clock sets the pendulum or rod iu mo- 
tion, and in a certain number of oscillations 
iade lo pass over the tnlire snr- 
metallic shee'.
